REMARKS: 

Applicant appreciates the time and care the examiner has taken in examining the 
application. 

In making the amendments shown above, care has been taken to ensure that the claims 
remain supported by the specification and that no new matter has been introduced. Support for 
the amendments can be found in the specification at, among other places, pages 8-10. 

The rejections under Section 102(b) and Section 103(a) are hereby traversed for at least 
the following reasons. It is noted that the Section 102(b) rejection cites Kitajima, U.S. Patent 
No. 5,589,939, and the Section 103(a) rejections cite Kitajima in combination with other 
references. All pending claims depend from the sole independent claim 1 . 

Kitajima discloses a laser surveying system which comprises a light projector (1) for 
illuminating a laser beam (LA) to reflecting devices (41-44) provided on an object (2), a light 
receiving device (58) which is disposed in the light projector (1) and receives the reflection light 
containing positional data, and a computer (9) as an arithmetic device which measures the 
displacement of the object (2) based on the positional data. 

However, the computer (9) as an arithmetic device disclosed in Kitajima measures the 
displacement of the object, and does not teach or suggest the feature expressly set forth in claim 
1 herein, wherein the arithmetic device (38) of the present invention distinguishes the reflection 
light image (MO) of the r eflector (2) from a light image (Ml. Ml) other than the reflection 
light imag e of the reflector . More particularly, the arithmetic device (38) of the present 
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invention can determine whether or not a light image is the reflection light image (MO) of the 
reflector (2). 

It is therefore submitted that the invention clearly is not anticipated by Kitajima. It is 
further submitted that there has been no prima facie case of obviousness established, there 
having been established no suggestion or motivation to combine or modify the features of the 
references as set forth in the Office action, and there further being established no reasonable 
expectation of success.
